As already explained, the 
Eastern Company's tender being for only half 
the arrvige ata considerably higher kate than 
the P. and O.'s cffer, it was not accepted. » Bat. 
the action of Goveininent led to fierce debates 
during, the Session of 1852, and to charges of 
favouritlsm which were very {ar from belng 
supported by facts: What, then, was the Eastern 
Steamship Company ? ‘How did it originate, and 
what became of it? ‘ Me: 

About the years 1851 and 1852 were’ formed 
two companies to run steamers round the Cape 
of Good Hope, One was the General Screw 
Steamship Company, of which we have already 
seen something in the Overend-Gurney and other 
episodes ¢ and the other was the Australlan Royal 
Mail Steamship Company, of which we shall 
have a little more to say when we come to treat 
af the extension of steam tothe Antipodes. 

"Both of these concerns were largely subsidised, 
but both were commerctal and financtal failures 
—largely because of want of knowledge of the 
proper: class' of vessels 'o employ on such 
voyages. A third great proj:ct of the same era, 
but destined to have a miore remarkable bistory, 
was the Eastern Steam Navigation Company.
